Double Patenting 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejects Claims 2, 20, 25, 26, 31, 32 and 65-71 
on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness- type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-39 of US 6,975,298 in view of Bell (US 4,996,523). This rejection is
